If your object is to make proselytes to 
yourself. that you may obtain a call, or to 
make them to your party, that you may 
promote its interests, [ will name a few 
ineasures, each of which I have kuown 
used with considerable success. 

1. As soon as you learn that a revival 
of reiigion has commenced in the neigh- 
borhood, appoint an extra mecting as 
near the scene of excitement as possible, 
If at this meeting an unusual number of 
persons should be present appoint a meet- 
ing of some kind tor each of the Yollow- 
ing evenings. Inthe mean time use all 
your influence to persuade all! such to at- 
tend as are said to be subjects of relig- 
jous impressions, no matter when or by 
what means these impressions were re- 
ceived. 

2. At first, in all your meetings, avoid 
doctrinal discussion, and preach, sing, 
and pray, as nearly as possible like the 
denomination through whose instrumen- 
tality the revival commenced, and if 
practicable induce a general belief that 
there is no gdifference of sentiment be- 
tween you and them. You cannot too 
frequently say, “We believe just as they 
do.”’ 

3. Should the excitement continue, ap- 
point in different houses (no matter how 
near to each other, even if they are in the 
same neighborhood) as many meetings to 
be holden at the same hour as you can get 
ministers or pious and trusty persons to 
attend.

Trxt.—“ Every idle word that men shall speak, 
they shall give account thereof in the day of 
judgment.”°—Matt. xii. 36. 


Idle words are of various sorts. Some 


are blasphemous, such as Jesus reproved | 


in connexion with the text. To ascribe 
the miracles of Christ to an evil spirit, was 
considered by him as speaking falsely and 
blasphemously. ‘Fhis evil speaking in- 
dicated a wicked heart. For out of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth speak- 
eth. This evil speaking of the Pharisees, 
Was not to be forgiven neither in this world, 
or age of the Jews, neither in the world to 
Come, orage of the Christians. The 
learned say that the word translated world, 
means age. or dispensation. Those who 
thus blasphemed the Holy Spirit, were 
Soon to be brought to a terrible day of 
judgment, here in time. Then, or in that 
'rying period, people would be obliged to 
reflect upon their evil speaking, and to 
feel the pains of condemnation. A num- 
ber of such trying days of judgment had 
taken place. The men of Nineve, whe 
repented in fear of a judgment which was 
about te come upon them; and the queen 
of the earth, who came from a distant 
country to hear Solomon’s wisdom, may 


greater privileges, and so disregarded 
them, that they should not escape the judg- 
ment of God. 

Some idle words consist in speaking 
evil of mankind. Paul says, speak evil 
of no man. When people spend their 
time in speaking to the disadvantage or 
injury of others, they use idle words.— 
Such words do no good, and may do much 
hurt. They beget in others, either a 
mean epinion of them spoken against, or 
a mean opinion of ourselves. It is often

applause of men, shall suffer by the loss 

‘of their applause. Or, as one metes it 

out to ethers, so it shall be meted to them 
again. 

Again, some idle words, are from idle 
people. faving no work which they are 
disposed to do, they spend their time in 
| vain and foolish talking and jesting. Many 
/ seem to entertain themselves by picking 
| up the faults, or disfiguring the virtues of 
others. If they cannot find a real vice in 
another, they will suspect that their good 
deeds flow from some bad motive, or prin- 
tiple. Tow many idle words are uttered 
by the thoughtless youth, in their vain 
conversation together, to show their cun- 
ning wit. And this, often, at the expense 
of their despised neighbors, or as they 
suppose, meaner acquaintance. One idle, 
or reproachful word, spoken from ill-will, 
or pride, or a tattling habit, may, like a 
little fire, kindle a great matter. One 
short contemptuous expression, may set 
a whole house, neighborhood, or town in- 
to dislike and contention. And even a 
nation has been involved in war and des- 
olation, by a few words from a proud, in- 
solent, blasphemous tongue. What judg- 
ments have fallen upon mankind, or to 
what judgment days have they come, by 
idle words ! 

Again, many idle, false, slanderous 
words are uttered in public prints, one 
against another, to promote their party 
purposes. These witnesses which testify 
against each other, cither speak the truth 
or speak falsely. If they speak the truth, 
those are guilty of speaking idle words 
or wicked words, whom they-accuse, I 
they do not speak the truth, then they are 
guilty of the same themselves. The idle 
words are to be brought into judgment.— 
And to be judged of men is tremendous 
| to some people, especially, to have their 
| errors detected, and exposed to the pub- 
lic, where they are seeking favor and 
honor. 

And do not some professed teachers of 
religion speak many idle words? Do not 
some take God’s name in vain, by their 
pretended regard to his Majesty, when 
they only seek praise to themselves!— 
How many idle words are used in politi- 
cal and religious controversies. Do not 
many seek to put down others, and exalt 
themsclves, by icle, deceitful and hateful 
words, which they arise against them?— 
| Why cannot people speak the truth in love, 
| without speaking reproachfuily of others? 

The blasphemers in Christ’s day mani- 
fested a malignant spirit against him. If 
they had not sufficient evidence to con- 
vince them that Jesus was the Christ of 
God, or the promised Messiah, they need 
not accuse him of casting out demons by 
Beelzebub, their supposed prince of de- 
mons. 

Why need preachers and politicians 
give cach other reproachful names? Do 
we not see the righteous judgment of God 
in their judging and condemning one 
another? The unruly member, the tongue, 
which setteth on fire the course of nature, 
is much like the sword, which many take 
and perish by it. So the idle, the angry, 
the bitter, the lying tongue, which is set on 
fire of hell, as James speaks, is used to 
wound others, and the people who use it, 
get wounded by it themselves. Thus 
their idle evil words are brought into 
judgement. 

Who knows what severe judgement 
will yet fall upon them for their evil speak- 
ing! how suitable, that such people should 
have torment from the tongues of others, 
who have not properly governed their 
own! Why did the rich man, in Christ’s 
parable, have his fongue turmented, and 
‘that alone, but because he had blasphem- 








The nich man in Christ’s parable, is rep- 
resented as being tormented only in his 
tongue. If thisrich man, was a figure of 
the blasphemous Jews, who sinned, by 
accusing Christ of casting demons by 
Beelzebub, then we see the propriety of 
his torment being in his tongue. So the 
Jews now are, and have been tormented 
by deceitful tongues, which from time to 
time, have spoken lies to deceive them 
respecting their promised Messiah. Many, 
some writers say, more than twenty, dif- 
ferent Messiahs have pretended to appear 
for the deliverance of the Jews, by whom 
they have been deceived, and involved in 
great distress. These afflictions, which 
the Jews have experienced for eighteen 
hundred years, in almost every nation 
where they have sojourned, may well be 
compared to flames of fire, and hell, where 
the rich man was cast, soul and body.

States, but the northera portion, contain- 
ing the whole valley of the Madawagska 
river and Timseouta lake, and the coun- 
try through which the line of communica- 
tion between New Brunswick and Lower 
Canada passed, is given to Great Britain 
The settlements on the Madawaska of 
course goto the colonies, and those on 
the south side of the St. Jolins, to the U 
States. The principle on which this de- 
cision is made is not explained. It prob 
ably procecded from a desire to satisfy 
both parties, by giving to each so much of 
the contested territory as is of most im- 
portance to it. 


This decision gives to the United States | 


two thirds of three quarters of the dispu- 
ted territory. The Herald says it ‘‘will 
transfer from Great Britain to the Ameri- 
cans at least six millions of acres. Of 
this vast extent of country nearly 4700 
acres belong to’ the county of Lbaritord, 
and upwards of a millon of the county of 
Devon, two of the nearest counties to the 
city of Quebec, the capital of the Cana- 
das. It is also calculated that the Uni- 
ted States boundary will be brought with- 
in about 13 miles of the river St. Law- 
rence for the distance of 60 miles [this is 
a mistake] and that about 100 miles of the 
river St. John, along the banks of which 
runs the old and direct cemmunication 
aud mail route between Que'ec, and 
New Brunswick, Halifax and Nova Sco- 
tia, will be given as the United States 
boundary.’? The same paper rather pet- 
uluntly remarks, “his Orange Majesty 
must have vaster ideas of space, than his 
present limited sway would leave us to 
believe.’’—Loston Daily Advertiser.
